HoeppeVs Postal 
Appointments Now 
Under Federal Eye 

Congressman John H. Hoeppel, 
of Arcadia, was the target this 
week for Federal investigation 
again- this time in connection 
with postmaster appointments 
Charges were leveled that in 
some instances cash was al¬ 
legedly involved in attempts to 
gain postmaster posts. 

"The entire investigation,” 
Hoeppel vigorously asserted, "is 
another effort to force me out of 
politics. It was brougnt about 
by Senator McAdoo and John B. 
Elliott because of political enmity, 
anil because I voted against some 
measures of President Roosevelt." 

Hoeppel is still under investi¬ 
gation in connection with as¬ 
serted irregularity in making a 
West Point appointment. Inves¬ 
tigators from Washington have 
been interviewing Hoeppel’s ap¬ 
pointees and candidates for ap¬ 
pointments, it was disclosed this 
week.

When com¬ 
pleted, the camp will be available 
for the Scouts at any time under 
supervision of junior scout mas¬ 
ters or other local officials, ac¬ 
cording to Norman Jensen.

X and its relationship to the 
elementary principles of ton¬ 
al values in drawing, was the 
subject of a talk given by Joe 
Hinojos at the Municipal Art 
class at the Old Barn studio 
Monday night. 

“Ever since the stone age,” 
Hinojos said, “there has been the 
tendency on the part of human 
beings— especially women— to 
make up, and to beautify them¬ 
selves. With the evolution of the 
ages have come ever-changing 
styles of make-up. 

"Now we have come to that 
artistic invention — photography, 
which although it may seem com¬ 
paratively old to some, has only 
recently made great strides in 
an artistic plane. Naturally 
enough the age old custom of 
self beautification and makeup 
has entered into photography—in 
the form of retouching. This pro¬ 
cess is in itself an art, and is ex¬ 
tensively used by photographers. 

"The purpose of retouching a 
photographic negative or print is 
to smooth out the blemishes and 
defects that the camera tends to 


duced as desired. The shadows 
and highlights, it was pointed 
out, appear in reverse on the 
positive print, so that much care 
must be taken in execution. 

“Training In the fundamentals 
of art,” he concluded, is valu¬ 
able to a retoucher, in that he 
learns facial molding, tonal 
values and other basic principles 
applying to all artistic forms.”

B ROUGHT sharply into focus 
by recent labor disputes the 
Patterson bill, creating a 
State Board of Industrial Rela¬ 
tions, with full power to arbitrate 
labor disagreements, promises to 
give the 1935 California Legisla¬ 
ture new cause for battling dur¬ 
ing the closing weeks of the ses¬ 
sion. 

Briefly sketched, the new arbi¬ 
tration act (B.A. 2407 1 calls for 
the establishment of a board of 
seven members—three to be se¬ 
lected by organizations of em¬ 
ployers and three by organiza¬ 
tions of employees, with this 
group of six naming the seventh 
member, who shall be neither an 
employer nor an employee and 
who shall serve as Chairman of 
the board. 

The act would force the arbi¬ 
tration of all State-wide labor 
disputes and compel compliance 
with the board’s decisions and 
findings. 

The State board, it is further 
provided, would be permitted to 
create county boards of indus¬ 
trial relations, empowered to ar¬ 
bitrate all local labor problems, 
with the members being chosen 
in th^ same manner provided in 
the rent board set-up. Al¬ 
though the act grants the right 
of ap. cal from decisions of the 
local ards to the State board,
